bayonet, to be taught to obey military 
commands and then through neglect 
of their moral well being to ba thrown 
back upoii their country after the war 
debated In morals, broken lu health. 
Ilka so many squeezed oranges, a poi­ 
son In our Lady politic, instead of a 
strong, invigorating new Ufa. That la 
the policy which those who ara arguing 
that wa should ignore m atters of mo 
ratify would have us seriously consider 
What “Military" Means. 
TU use who prate that interest In thla 
mutter la “unmilitary" show a sad I* 
uot alice of w hat -'military '’ moans 
There is nothing so important from a 
military standpoint aa the morale of 
the rum, and morale aud morals in the 
lung tun are synonymous. Nature In­ 
variably punishes the offender against 
her laws by disease. A sailor or a sol 
dier to to* efficient must ba healthy; to 
he healthy he must be cieau living. A 
man in the military service stricken by 
auy of the disease* that follow excess 
or unclvau living Is as dead for mili­ 
tary purposes as if he was stricken by 
the euemy a fire. 
Nspoleou has said that “an arm ; 
travois ou it* belly;” it la equally true 
(hut it fights with its soul. No army 
of degenerates could w in In th# gruel­ 
ing test of endurance of modern war­ 
fare against an army of dean, frosh 
young manhood, with all their vlgot 
of mind aud body unimpaired. Such la 
my belief, aud such, I know, is the ba 
lief of the secretary of war. 
So mu* b for the theory. What have 
we done In the navy and army to put 
this theory into practice?
